ALDERMANIC COMMITTEE 
. TAKES FIRST STEP TOWARD 
CITY OWNED TRANSPORTATION 


Au Public Service 


Would Consider Buying Trolley System 
| Only at Bargain Price, Members Say. 


Co. for Conference 


The city's Special Transportation 
Committee today took action to 
carry out its instructions to find a 
practical way to bring about mu- 
nicipal ownership of a city-wide 
transportation em. The com- 
mittee decided to ask the Public 
Service Co. to appoint representa- 
tives to confer with it about possi- 
ble relation of existing transit facil- 
ities to a city Owned and operated 
system. 

The conference was tentatively 
set for Thursday of next week, sub- 
pect to the company’s acceptance. 

The committee is composed of 
Aldermen Wiehe, Studt and Fisch- 
er and the three members of the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, Mayor Miller, Comptroller 
Nolte and President Neun of the 
Board of Aldermen. 

It was instructed by the Board 
of Aldermen recently to try 
to make effective the re- 
port of an earlier alder - 
manic transit committee recom- 
mending municipal ownership with 
nonpolitical operation as the only 
solution of the city’s mass trans- 
portation problem. 

Mayor Against Bond Issue. 

Members of the Board of Esti- 
mate, at today’s meeting, which 
was the first held by the group, 
said they were willing to work 
with the three Aldermen on the 
transit problem, and Mayor Miller 
had a memorandum outlining his 
views. He proposed acquisition by 
the city, if possible at a satisfac- 
tory price, of the street railway 
system, to be paid for out of earn- 
ings, without pledging the general 


* 


The discussion centered about 
price. Neun declared. and was sup- 
ported by others, that purchase of 
the street railways should not be 
considered except at a rock-bottom 
price based on earning power. 

“If the company asks a fancy 
price,” he said, “there will be noth- 
ing for us to do but téll them good- 
by and then purchase busses.” 

Nevn added that in his opinion 
busses are the coming form of 
metropolitan transportation and in 
five years only a few of the prin- 
cipal Street car lines will be left. 
He was supported in this view by 
Comptroller Nolte. 

Neun Gives His View. 
Neun said it would be folly to 
pay for the street car system any- 
thing like the amount of its cap- 
ital indebtedness, which he esti- 
mated at about $36,000,000, includ- 
ing secured barik loans. He said 
the committee expected to guard 
the city against purchase of “junk” 
and declared that in the declining 
state of street car business acquisi- 
tion of any part of the railways 
would have to be considered with 
caution. 

He suggested voluntary reduc- 
tion by the company of its capital 
indebtedness to a point consistent 
with present and prospective earn- 
ing power, the city then to consider 
taking title subject to the revised 
capital debt. 

The committee has voluminous 
data on the transportation situation 
in St. Louis as a result of hearings 
conducted by the earlier Alder- 
manic Transportation Committee 
and by the Transportation Survey

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POLICE OFFICAL 
ADMITS PLOTTN 
HOLDUP OF BANK 


Assistant Chief at Streator, 
III., Says That With Five 
Other Men He Planned 
$53,000 Robbery. 


OTHER CONFESSIONS 
ALSO OBTAINED 


Money Taken After Assist- 
ant Cashier Was Held 
Captive and Forced to 
Open Vault. 


By the Associated Press. 

OTTAWA, III., May 24.—Assist- 
ant Chief of Police Clarence Goss 
of Streator signed a statement to- 
day, in which he admitted that, with 
Policeman George Kmetz and four 
other men under arrest here, he 
had planned the $52,000 holdup of 
the Union National Bank of Strea- 
tor eight days ago. 

State’s Attorney R. O. Hansen 
said Goss made the admission after 
extended questioning concerning 
the robbery, for which two men ar- 
rested in Chicago are held as ac- 
tual participants and two others 
beside Goss and Kmetz as conspira- 
tors. 
Four other men, who were mem- 
bers of the band that held the 
bank's assistant cashier and his 
family captive in his home before 
compelled him to open the vaults, 
are sought. The authorities are 
trying to learn what happened to 
the loot. Only 31500 has been 
recovered. 

Statement of their parts in the 
robbery have been made by Kmetz, 
Al Brown, alias Abe Rotskoff, and 
Abe Katzowitz. Joe Cusmano and 
Frank Cingrani, reputed bootleg- 
ger, are the other two in custody. 
Cusmano was said to have made 
an oral admission that the six rob- 
bers used his home as a hideout 
after the robbery. Cingrani has de- 
clined to talk. 

The statement by Goss was that 
Cingrani broached the robbery to 
him and asserted they could get 
some robbers from Chicago. Goss 
agreed to enter the plot for an 
equal part of the loot, and drew 
Kmetz. patrolman on the bank beat, 
into the plot. 

The Assistant Chief declared he 
received no part of the loot, and 
Brown and Katzkowitz said they 
did not know what had become of 
it. 

Hansen said he would file formal 
charges of robbery with a gun 
against all six men and ask for 
bond of $100,000 for each.

B. & O. Wins Out in Fight

War veterans of “Camp Bonus,” 
stranded in this vicinity for four 
and one-half days, “bot a fresh 
start today toward Washington 
where they intend to demand that 
Congress authorize immediate pay- 
ment of the soldier bonus. 

In trucks and automobiles ob- 
tained by the St. Clair County 
Sheriff, the 372 tired veterans 


m. for the Indiana State line. 

As an escort, they had the Sup- 
erintendent of Llinois State Police 
and 30 of his men. 

When the former soldiers cross 


into Indiana there will be no fur- 
ther need for five companies of 
Illinois Nation@i Guardsmen who 
arrived in East St. Louis early in 
the day to aid Sheriff Munie if he 
called for them. 

With the passage across the 
State line, it is thought the vet- 
erans will have no more trouble 
inasmuch as State officials prob- 
ably will provide them with motor 
transportation. to the next Slate 
east. 

Railroad Wins Out. 

In leaving by highway, the vet- 
erans admitted they had been de- 
feated by the Balitmore & Ohio 
Railroad. They had announced 
previously that they would ride a 
B. & O. freigh’ to Washington and 
if empty cars were not provided 
for them, would seize and uncou- 
ple the train until such cars were 
provided. 

These tactics were effective the 
first part of the trip, which started 
May 11 from Portland, Ore. One 
Wabash train was uncoupled at 
Council Bluffs, Ia., almost a week 
ago, and delayed in its progress for 
almost two hours. until eight 
empties were hooked on for the St. 
Louis leg. The B. & O., however, 
declined to move any freight train 
which the veterans boarded. 

Immediately after the departure 
-from Caseyville 
asked National Guard officers to 
take their soldiers back home. He 
said he was still at a loss to know 
why they had been mobilized, for 
the first time in East St. Louis 
since the race riots of 1917. 
Doesn’t Know Who Called Militia. 
¢ “I didn’t ask for them,” the 
Sheriff continued. J called the 
Adjutant-General and told him 
about the situation yesterday. I 
told him I could cope with it. 

“I wasn’t worried about the vet- 
erans. They are orderly. Yester- 
day when they got on that B. & O. 
train, if there had been any trouble. 
I would have been more concerned 
about the sympathizers than the 
veterans. There was a large crowd 
at Caseyville, all yelling and holler- 
ing for the veterans and telling 
them to stay on the train and down 
with the railroad and all that sort 
of thing. And later when the vets 
passed the hat, you should have 
seen the dollar bills fall into it. 
They got off the train later, when 
I promised them transporation.” 

There was no actual contact be- 
tween the veterans and National 
Guards. The guards camped in 
East St. Louis and the veterans re- 
mained in Caseyville, although they 
cheered and waved when one train 
bearing guardsmen passed them 
early in the morning. Later in the 
day, when three officers of the 
guards, Brigadier-General Thomas 
F. Hammond, Lieutenant-Colonel 
Robert W. Davis, and Maj. Lau- 
rence E. Smith, visited the Casey- 
ville encampment informally, the 
veterans and their leaders greeted 
the officers quietly.

ARSE’ MAKES APPEAL 
FOR RETURN OF $50 00 


In Message He Asks ‘John’ to 
Send Back Money and 
Collect Reward. 


By the Associated Press. 

BECKET, Mass., May 24.—Dr. 
John F. (Jafsie) Condon, Lind- 
bergh ransom negotiator, who came 
here yesterday with Walter C. 
Goodwin, to the summer shack of 
the latter, today through a repre- 
sentative of a Springfield. newspa- 
per, dictated a message to the mys- 
terious “John” to whom the aged 
teacher tossed $50,000 of Col. 
Lindbergh’s money in a Bronx 
cemetery. 

The message was dictated after 


the New Jersey Legislature had 
voted to offer a reward of $25,000 
for information leading to the 
identity of the abductors and kill- 
ers of the Lindbergh baby. 

The message was as follows: 

“John: Money I gave you is use- 
less. You can’t get rid of it. Re- 
turn to Col. Lindbergh in time. Get 
Jafsie.“ 
Dr. Condon said in his opinion 
the offering of the reward was one 
of the most excellent actions since 
the child’s body was found.

Norris Says Senate, Having 
Voted Oil, Coal, Lumber 
and Copper Import 
Duties, Should Give 
Farmer Tariff Protection.

the four controverted tariff 
coal, oil, lumber and copper—voted 
into the billion-dollar tax bill by 
the Senate, the Senate Finance 
Committee today substituted a 10 
per cent sales tax on automobile 
tires and tubes for the rubber im- 
port taxes in the measure. 

The committee decided to leave 
the two-cent check tax collection 


10 per cent from 25 per cent the 
proposed admission tax for race 
track tickets. The House provi- 
sions exempting mutual insurance 


income taxes were approved and 
the Senate later accepted this de- 
cision. 
Norris Pleads for Debenture. 
In offering the export deber- 


ture farm plan today, Senator Nor- 
ris told the Senate he sympathized 
fully with efforts for prompt dis- 
position of the tax bill. “But you 
have taken four selected tariff 
items and included them in the leg- 
islation,” he said, “so every other 
Senator is entitled to the same 
fair consideration for tariff pro- 
posals as if he wanted the oil, 
coal, copper and lumDer duties now 
in the bills. The object of this 
amendment is to give the farmers 
the protection of the tariff.“ 

The export debenture system 
would give the farmers a right to 
half the value of the tariff 
products exported from the coun- 
try 


Norris told the Senate agricul- 
ture’s ills had contributed to the 
economic depression. “We warned 
you,” he said, “that agriculture was 
suffering.

FOUND AFTER 30 YEARS 


Soviet Arctic Station Picks Up Note 
Sent Out by Baldwin-Zeig- 


LENINGRAD, U. S. S. R., May 
24.—A message of distress sent out 
nearly 30 years ago by the Bald- 
win-Zeigier expedition has been 
found by the Soviet Arctic station 
in the southern part of Nova Zem- 
bia in the Arctic. 

The message was one of several 
sent out by the expedition, mem- 
bers of which dinally despaired of 
getting help, and, in a manner al- 
most miraculous, succeeded in re- 
treating to Norway. All hands 
were saved, but long preparations 
for a trip to the North Pole were 
lost. 

The message reads: 

Headquarters Baldwin-Zeigler 
expedition, Franz Josefs Land. 
June 7. 1902. 

To the nearest American Con- 
sulate: 

“Imperative and urgent that we 
get a supply of coal. Also desira- 
ble to get hay for five ponies and 
dried fish for 150 dogs. 

“We expect to return about the 
beginning of August and probably 
won't realize our plans, but we will 
not be defeated. “BALDWIN.” 

Capt. E. B. Baldwin headed the 
expedition. 

The message was picked up in a 
small buoy by men from the So- 
viet station.

Maximum of 1800 Tons of Silt in 
Day Removed at Howard's 
Bend Waterworks. 

Ten times as much mud as usual 
has been removed lately from the 
water purified for city consump- 
tion at the Howard's Bend water- 
works. This large volume, amrount- 
ing to a maximum of about 1800 
tons a day, has come at irregular 
intervals. 

The city removes it by chemical 
and mechanical processes and 
dumps it in lowlands and along the 
Missouri River bank ear the plant. 
Director of Public Utilities Pritch- 
ard thinks the excessive mud in 
the water resulted from the Gov- 
ernment's work of improving the 
river channel between St. Louis 
and Kansas City. He thinks these 
operations have caused the stream 
o cut a deeper channel through 
the soft ground it traverses.

Attributed to Power Stall. 


Guy W. Falkner, inspector, Aero- 
nautics Division, Department of 
Commerce, after examination of 
the wreckage, said he found no 
evidenee of structural failure. Oth- 
er flyers attributed the crash to a 
power stall resulting from a too 
steep ascent. 

Schwartz, who was 29 years old, 
lived at 21214 Salisbury street 
with his wife, Eleanor, and their 
4-year-old son, Donald. He was a 
familiar figure at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field, having frequented the 
airport for about 1) years. His 
interest in aviation dated back to 
his service in the United States 
Marines, in which he enlisted in 
1919.

Louis and was employed as a me- 
chanic at Lambert Field. 


In February, 1926, Schwartz 
joined the police force, and began 
a course of flying instruction at 
Lambert Field, receiving a trans- 
port license two years ago. He 
flew frequently on pleasure and 
barnstorming tfips. Several years 
ago he was in an. airplane crash 
near Bellefontaine road, escaping 
with minor injuries.

Wince, 23 years old, resided at 
4218 Childress avenue, with his 
wife, Irene, and was manager of a 


filling station at Chippewa street 
and Childress avenue. A chance 
meeting with Schwartz at the fill- 
ing station resulted in Wince’s de- 
cision to learn to fly, relatives 
stated. His parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
James B. Wince, 1231 Shawmut 
place, and his wife sought to dis- 
courage him, and a family confer- 
ence was held on the subject last 
Saturday after he had taken his 
fourth flying lesson from Schwartz. 
The young man presented convinc- 
ing arguments on the safety of 
flying, and his parents withdrew 
their opposition.

Armstrong and Nelson met at 
Temple Israel in the forenoon with 
Rabbi Isserman, Father Husslein 
of St. Louis University, and Bishop 
Coadjutor Scarlett of the Episcopal 
diocese, members of the Social Jus- 
tice Commission. The union leaders 
reported the sentiment of the men 
in resistance to a cut in pay, and 
the meeting adjourned. without any 
definite suggestions for a settle- 
ment.

4 PERSONS KILLED, DAMAGE 
HEAVY IN ENGLISH FLOODS 


River Charwell Rises Six Feet in 10 
Minutes; Town of Burton Is 
Inundated.

LONDON, May 24. — Four per- 
sons, three of them children, were 
known to be dead today as a re- 
sult of floods in the English mid- 
lands following cloudbursts over 
the week-end. 

Ten were injured in an explosion 
at Derby thought to have been 
cauesd by flood waters leaking in- 
to a gas main. 

Reports from the huge flood 
area were sketchy as communica- 
tions became increasingly difficult. 
Telephone and telegraph lines have 
been damaged seriously by the 
raging waters which spread over 
hundreds of square miles, causing 


000. 

A fund was opened last night to 
relieve the distress of thousands of 
persons who are homeless, and 
whose lands are swamped and 
whose livestock have been 
drowned. 

Burton, famous Staffordshire 
brewing town, was reported inun- 
dated. Roads in the vicinity of 
Leicester, Nottingham, Warwick, 
Worcester and Bedford were cov- 
ered by four to five feet of water. 
Many traffic routes in the Severn, 
Trent and Avon Valley are im- 
passable. Central Oxfordshire is a 
vast lake. The River Charwell rose 
six feet in 10 minutes yesterday, 
forcing residents of towns along its 
banks to evacuate their homes. 


MAN HELD IN NEW YORK 
WANTED FOR BOMBING SHIP 


He Denies Identification; Sinking 
of Vessel Occurred Off Bra- 
zil During War.

NEW YORK, May 24.—A mys- 
tery prisoner, described by the po- 
lice as Capt. Fritz Joubert Du- 
quesne and by himself as Frank de 
Trofford Craven, is held here today. 
He is wanted in England for a ship 
bombing. 
The man, denying he was Du- 
quesne, was taken into custody at 
the Quigley Publishing Co., where 
he was employéd. 
The charge against Duquesne is 
that he had a part in the bombing 
and sinking of the steamer Tenny- 
son, off Bahia, Brazil, in February, 
1916. He escaped from Bellevue 
Hospital in 1919, while awaiting 
extradition to England charged 
with murder in that connection. 
From London, after the arrest, 
came information that Duquesne, 
who recently wrote a book stating 
he was responsible for the death of 
Earl Kitchener in the North Sea 
when H. M. S. Hampshire went 
down mysteriously, had been re- 
ported cleared of that offense. 
He had been interviewed, the 
message said, by Col. Norman 
Thwaites, former head of the Brit- 
ish Intelligence Service in the 
United States, who stated, “My 
records show that in June, 1916, 
when the Hampshire was sunk, Du- 
quesne was in America.”

MACON, Mo., May 24.— An expe- 
rimental road of seven miles of “re- 
tread” surface will be constructed 
between Unionville. Putnam Coun- 
ty, to the Iowa line, this year, ac- 
cording to the Highway Department 
officials here. 

This type of surfacing has been 
used with success in the southern 
part of the State, but there has 
been doubt as to how it would stand 
frost. 

“Retread” is a mixture of tar and 
crushed rock, applied an inch and 
a half thick on roads that have a 
solid base, and costs from $4000 to 
$5000 a mile. 

Retread surfaces also will be put 
on the spurs from Bucklin and New 
Cambria to U. S. 36. The depart- 
ment is seeking a good material to 
apply as a surface on the gravel 
used on farm-to-market roads that 
will cut the cost of maintenance. 
So far, the ‘retread” material seems 
best adapted.

Peace Program Also Advocates 
Revision of Versailles Treaty 
and Disarmament.

* ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May 24. 
—A world peace program advo- 
cating a new settlement of war 
debts, a revision of the Versailles. 
treaty, drastic disarmament and 
abolition of compulsory military 
training in colleges was ratified 
yesterday by the Methodists gen- 
eral conference. 


The program, framed by the 
committee on the state of the 
church “to create the will for 


peace, the conditions for peace and 
the organization for peace,” was 
adopted without amendment. An 
attempt to eliminate a section 
which declared for amendment of 
naturalization laws to admit “con- 
scientious objectors” to citizenship 
was vetoed almost unanimously. 

The call for revision of war debts 
was made after a statement that 
the “sole guilt of the German na- 
tion for the World War alleged 
in article 231 of the Versailles 
treaty cannot in justice be main- 
tained.” Pointing out that Ger- 
many’s war reparations were based 
on this article, the document stated 
that further reparations based upon 
it should not be demanded. The 
United States was asked to con- 
sider revision of war debts not on 
the basis of “legal right“ of 
debtors for revision, but in the 
interest of world peace and pros- 
perity. It urged “a new settlement 
of war debts based upon the pres- 
ent economic situation.” American 
entrance into the League of Na- 
tions “with such Senate reserva- 
tions as shall harmonize the consti- 
tution of the League with the Paris 
peace pact” and American ratifica- 
tion of the World Court protocols 
under the Root formula were also 
urged.

Alfonso Fors, Chief of the Judi- 
cial Police, made a report that two 
of his agents had uncovered a se- 
cret association known only as the 
and had found it was 
led by a coalition of various forces 
opposed to the gévernment of Pres- 
ident Machado. 

It was formed, the agents report- 
ed, after the failure of last Au- 
gust's revolution, with the object of 

undermining the Government by 
the assassination of officials. When 
the time was ripe, the report said, 
a revolution was to have taken 
place, probably this month. 

Fors said secret registrations dis- 
closed by a raid last week on Union 
Athletica and at residences of con- 
spirators had shown that the move- 
ment was led by Gen. Mario Meno- 
cal, former President; Carlos Men- 
dieta, accused leader of the August 
revolt; Alberto Mendez Penate, 
brother of Col. Carlos Penate, who 
was active in the August rebellion; 
Col. Jose M. Tarafa, railway 
nate. 

Local conspirators were declared 
to be headed by Luis Martinez, En- 
rique Fernandez, president and sec- 
retary of the Union Athletica, and 
others. They were declared work- 
ing in unison with Cuban exiles in 
Santo Domingo,’ Honduras, New 
York and Mexico. 

It was indicated but not con- 
firmed that most of the alleged 
revolutionaries had been arrested 
with the exception of former Presi- 
dent Menocal and his sons. It is 
known that Mendieta and Alberto 
Mendez Penate were confined in 
Cabana fortress. 

Senor Fors said the A. B. C. was 
divided into various sections, such 
as treasury, espionage, propaganda, 
technical, enrollment and disciplin- 
ary. The members were listed by 
codes, and in most cases did not 
know each other. They were re- 
ported to have drawn lots for the 
assassination of various officials. 

Thus far only one death has 
marked the terrorist campaign. 
Lieut. Diego Diaz was killed by a 
bomb Saturday. Dozens of other 
such missiles were sent to army of- 
ficials, but were opened by rifle 
fire before any damage was done. 
Several bombings have occurred in 
various sections of Havana, without 
casualties. 

Fors said that Roberto Mendez 
Capote, Aurelio Alvarez, Miguel Ma- 
riano Gomez and Carlos Paez of 
New York: Commander Alfredo of 
Lima, Peru; Dr. Julio Seva and 
Julio Cadenas of Honduras; Luis 
Grau, Reinaldo Jordan and Ed- 
uardo Sabas of Santo Domingo and 
Col. Rosendo Collazo of Mexico 
were the exiled Cubans implicated. 


FATHER HELD IN DEATH 
OF CHILD FROM EXPOSURE 


Says He Thought Boy Was Killed 
When He Fell From Auto; 
Abandoned Him.

JEFFERSON, O., May 24.— 


Howard Morris, 37 years old, of 
Geneva, whose 3-year-old boy died 
or a highway from exposure, was 
charged with . aera yester- 
day. 

Prosecutor 1 filed 
the charge after Sheriff C. H. 
Blanche said Morris admitted 
leaving the child on a roadside 
Saturday night when bumped from 
his automobile. Morris, according 
to the Sheriff, said he abandoned 
the boy, Howard Jr., in the belief 
he had been killed * falling from 
the machine. 

Coroner C. C. Webster held the 
boy was not seriously injured in 
the fall, but died from exposure. 
His body was not found until Sun- 
day, several hours after the acci- 
dent. 

Morris Sunday told the Sheriff's 
office his boy was “missing,” and 
did not tell of leaving the child 
on the road until after lengthy 
questioning yesterday, Sheriff 
Blanche said. 

Morris said his car ran off the 
road and that Ioward Jr., who 
was sleeping in the back seat, was 
thrown out: Morris did not miss 
the child un!“ he had gone further. 
He returned and ‘found the child, 
but thought he was dead and left 
him, according ty the Sheriff. 

The father was returning from 
East Trumbull, 12 miles from 
Geneva, where he visited a friend 
and admitted having a “few 
drinks,” the Sheriff said.

Five Armed Men Smash 
Telephone Switchboard 
and Capture Six Persons 
at Lovington, Il.

LOVINGTON, ny ~ May 24.—

Louis, took possession of this small 
town for three hours early today 
while they robbed the State Bark 
of Lovington of $400. 

The robbers smashed the switch- 
board in the telephone office and 
made prisoners of the town's night 
policeman, the telephone operator, 
the cashier of the bank and his 
wife, a motorist who had ob- 
served their operations, and the 
courthouse watchman. 

The loot they obtained was in 
coins. A larger amount of cur- 
reficy was in a safe protected by 
a time lock which could not be 
opened until the regular hour for 
opening the bank. 

Warning From St. Louis. 

Authorities of Moultrie County, 
in which is Lovington, had been 
warned by St. Louis police to be 
on the lookout for St. Louis thieves 
reported to be hiding in that 
vicinity. Lovington is about 125 
miles northeast of St Louis. The 
robbers captured Night Policeman 
Redding as he was making his 
reunds about midnight, and drove 
several miles out of town with him. 
They showed him their weapons, 
including three machine guns and 
threatened him until he directed 
them to the home of Homer 
White, cashier of the bank. 

Returning to town they stopped 
off at the telephone office to 
wreck the switchboard and pro- 
ceeded to the White home, where 
they arused Mr. and Mrs. White 
ard “forced them to accompany 
them to the bank. On the way 
they broke into a garage to obtain 
tools for possible use in the bank 
robbery. It was there that they 
met the motorist and added him to 
their group of prisoners. 

Cashier Made to Open Safe. 

The woman telephone operator 
and Mrs. White were taken into 
the courthouse near the bank. The 
building watchman, Boone Dawson, 
was overpowered and tied up, as 
were the women. 

At the bank they forced White 
to open the safe which contained 
the coins, and were not satisfied 
with his statement that that was 
all the accessible money until he 
showed them the bank’s records 
and convinced them that the safe 
containing the currency could not 
de opened because of the time 
lock.

The social workers were disturbed when the Presi- 
dent forced the Red Cross to refuse funds which Con- 
gress had voted it for relief in the drouth-stricken 
areas of the Southwest. They were keenly disap 
pointed when he vetoed the Wagner bill, which 
would have created a national system of public em- 
ployment exchanges; and one of their number, Miss 
Mary Van Kleeck of the Russell Sage Foundation, ex- 
posed the emptiness and misrepresentation of his 
veta, message in a scathing article in the social work- 
ers’ organ, the Survey. They have resented the fla- 
grant maladministration of the deportation laws by 


And when they bled at the White House con- 
ference on child health and protection, their indig- 
nation was aroused by the discovery that the admin- 
istration had quietly undertaken to maneuver them 
into the position of supporting its intention to crip- 
ple the Federal Children’s Bureau by transferring its 
health functions to the Treasury Department. 
It so happens that this agency is a particular con- 
cern of the social work group. The first suggestion 
for its establishment came from Miss Lillian Wald, 
a veteran settlement worker. Leading welfare ex- 
perts have advised in its development and the whole 
profession has rejoiced in its achievements. The rev- 
elation that the administration had plotted to dis- 
member the bureau came, therefore, as a bitter 
blow. Naturally, the social workers rejected the pro- 
posal and the matter was dropped for the time being. 
But they still fear that the President may.attempt to 
accomplish his purpose under the cover of reorganiza- 
tion in the interest of alleged economy. 
The struggle for Federal relief for the unemployed, 
too, has brought the President and the social workers 
into continuous conflict. One after another, welfare 
executives have traveled to Washington to tell of the 
exhaustion of relief funds and the urgent require 
ments of their localities. They have testified unani- 
mously to the need for Federal assistance, but the 
administration is opposed. 
It remained only for the Philadelphia convention 
to set the stage for the final scene which marked the 
end of a beautiful friendship. Special conference 
groups, such as the American Public Health Associa- 
tion, the National Organization for Public Health 
Nursing and the Child Welfare League of America, 
had considered at length the effect of the depression 
on the nation’s children. It was agreed that the re 
lief diet has been a hunger diet; that inadequate 
food, insufficient clothing and over-crowded housing 
are so seriously undermining child health as perma- 
nently to handicap a large portion of the coming gen- 
eration. Speaker after speaker supported this unhap- 
py conclusion with detailed statistics: with observa- 
tions drawn from extensive and intimate personal! ex- 
perience. 

Into this atmosphere came Dr. Ray Lyman Wilbur, 
Secretary of the Interior, personal friend and offi- 
cial spokesman of the President. He amazed the 3000 
delegates by asserting that the depression is really a 
blessing to the children of America. Charity, he con- 
tended, is giving them “better and more sensible food 
than in the past good times.” And he went on to

THE ARMY PROMOTION TANGLE. 

The workings of Congress are frequently extremely 
puzzling, and so it is in the case of the War Depart- 
ment appropriation bill just passed by the House of | 
Representatives. By one provision, the House would 
strike some 2000 officers from the army staff. By 
other provisions, it would retain the C. M. T. C. and 

O. T. C., which are maintained to train a supply 
of officers. It would seem that reason would have 
dictated that the supply be stopped at one of its 
sources. Instead, the House prefers to drop trained 
men, ordering the production all the while of others. 

Owing to these contradictory provisions, it is al. 
most certain the bill will be overhauled in the Sen- 
ate. If this takes place, the wise thing to do would 
be to suspend the training camps as well. Elimina- 
tion of the plan to reduce the staff would meet with 
the disapproval of many of the present officers, who 
see in that provision of the bill an opportunity to 
help straighten out the army promotion tangle. 

As proposed, the bill would have dropped the oldest 
officers in each grade without consideration of effi- 
ciency records. Under it, for example, the command-

Almost a half-year has passed since President 
Hoover, at the urging of Senator Glenn, appointed 
Federal Judge James H. Wilkerson of Chicago to the 
Circuit Court of Appeals. In anticipation of a long 
fight, an unusually large Senate subcommittee was 
appointed to conduct hearings. Not satisfied that 
all the evidence had been heard, the Senate Judiciary 
Committee recently sent the nomination back to the 
subcommittee for further investigation. In view of 
this and the nature of the objections which have been 
added to those originally raised, it becomes timely 
to summarize the status of the case. . 

Judge Wilkerson’s injunction record is widely re- 
garded as one of the worst in the history of that 
now repudiated instrument of injustice and coer- 
cion. Since Congress during the current session, by 
overwhelming majorities in both houses, saw fit to 
enact a law severely limiting the use of the injunc- 
tion by Federal Judges in labor disputes, it may be 
said that the people of the United States, through 
their representatives, have turned their back on the 
injunction policy of Judge Wilkerson as unfair and 
un-American. 
To offset this objection, brought by Donald R. 
Richberg and hundreds of other representatives of or- 
ganized labor, proponents of the nomination have re- 
called that Judge Wilkerson sentenced Al Capone, and 
have said that his confirmation is absolutely neces- 
sary if the underworld is to be rebuked. Unfortu- 
nately for those who would make Judge Wilkerson 
the hero of the case, it has developed that his han- 
dling of Capone, taken in its entirety, was hardly 
vigorous. District Attorney Johnson of Chicago, who 
conducted negotiations for a plea of guilty by Capone, 
is authority for the statement that Judge Wilkerson 
knew all about the proposed terms and raised no pro 
test until the matter was aired publicly. The infer- 
ence is that, had not the nature of the negotiations 
become public, Capone would have received the recom- 
mended sentence. 
More recently it has been pointed out that in the 
receivership proceedings in his court for the Chicago, 
Milwaukee 4 St. Paul Railroad, Judge Wilkerson al- 
lowed receivers’ fees of $2,100,000 and granted to ths 
reorganization managers some $9,000,000 for what 
they did.

The Forgotten Nation 


N THE voting on the oi] and coal tariffs, 

the Senators cast aside all pretense that 

there is any essential difference of prin- 
cipie between Republicans and Democrats, 
or between progressives and conservatives. 
Eighteen Democrats voted for the oil tariff 
and 20 against it. So it has become rather 
ridiculous for the Democratic party to de- 
claim against the Republican tariff policy. 

Among those Democrats voting for this 
tariff were to be found Mr. Barkley, who 
has been selected by Gov. Roosevelt's 
friends to sound the progressive Democratic 
key at Chicago; Mesers. Dill, Walsh and 
Wheeler, the three eminent opponents of 
special privilege. Mr. Couzens walked arm 
in arm with Mr. Reed, Mr. Long with Mr. 
Smoot. 

It has, therefore, become equally ridicu- 
lous to assert that there is a progressive 
bloc which represents the common man 
against private interests. The forgotten man 
was completely forgotten by every Senator 
whose constitutents desired a special privi- 
lege. 

The action of the Senate in voting these 
tariffs will be interpreted in the outer world 
as another extreme example of economic 
nationalism. But to Americans who look 
closely at the manner in which the votes 
were assembled, the really significant thing 
about this affair is the lack of national 
feeling and national responsibility which 
the Senators displayed. 

Senator Reed of Pennsylvania voted for 
an oil tariff because he wants a coal tariff. 
Senator Ashurst voted for it because he 
wants a copper tariff. Senator Dill voted 
for it because he wants a lumber tariff. 

As a matter of fact, the decisive reasons 
were even more Senator Reed 
was not voting for the coal industry. He 
was voting for a small section of it which 


the larger interest of the bituminous miners. 
Senator Thomas was not voting for the oil 


industry. but for a section of it which pre- 


ponderates in his State. 

These Senators could not have been less 
concrned for the American interest as a 
whole if they had been the ambassadors of 
separate nations.

The normal relationship is one ef conflict. 
This, too, is the reason why the President 
almost always gains in popular favor the 
longer Congress sits. For the President 
does represent a national interest, and the 
people are compelled to turn to him as Con- 
gress reveals itself to be a mere assembly 
of delegates from particular groups. 

Even Mr. Hoover, who has few gifts as a 
popular leader, is steadily recovering pres- 
tige by the mere fact that he does strive to 
represent the national against the special 
interests. Congress has almost achieved the 
political miracle of restoring Mr. Hoover's 
shattered influence. The Democrats in Con- 
gress have proved to be the one best bit of 
luck which has befallen him. Mr. Garner 
has done more to make possible Mr. Hoo- 
ver’s re-election than the whole Repub- 
lican Nationa] Committee. For Mr. Garner 
has devoted his energies to showing how 
unprepared to govern are the Democrats in 
Congress. 

Senator Barkley of Kentucky, the impend- 
ing keynoter, has been a godsend; he has 
succeeded in robbing his party of its chief 
issue. Messrs. Dill, Walsh and Wheeler 
have been a priceless boon te Mr. Hoover; 
they have shown how quickly a little spe- 
cia] advantage can blot out their mp 
thies with the forgotten man. 

Forgotten man, indeed. What has been 
remembered in Congress is the interest of 
a few localities.

Vitamin Bl 

ERY int esting nd pernnos tan 
their erfects fai-reacning re- 
searches on the effects of the 
K of vitamin Bl in the diet of 
the young were conducted recently 
at the University of Chicago. 

Before a litter of rats was born, 
the mother -at’s diet was kept com- 


plete, but immediately after the 


birth of the litter the diet of the 
mother was rendered deficient in 
vitamin B1. 

This condition was kept up for 
a few days and then the rat's diet 
was returned to normal. 

The lilter was Wursed by the 
mother, and since the mother's 
milk could not possess. vitamin 
lacking in her food, the young dur- 
ing a short interval following birth 
suffered a deficiency of vitamin BI. 

When the young rats reached a 
certain age, they were tested for 
their learning ability. 

The test involved mastering a 
. ize, that 18, series of channels, 
through which the rat might run. 
all the channels but one being 
blind, and the correct one leading 
the way to the reward—food. 

It was found that norma! rats of 
the same age learned the maze in 
fiom 40 to 50 trials, while those 
underfed in vitamin Bl for a few 
days while they were young re- 
aquired 90 to 100 trials to learn the 
maze, 

The investigators interpret their 
results to mean that the central 
nervous system of the litt rats 
deprived of vitamin Bl during he 
first days of their life, suffered a 
permanert setback in their nervous 
system. 

Dr. McCollum,. discussing these 
experimients, observes that perma- 
nent injury to the brain resulting 
from a brief interval of the under- 
feeding of the antineurotic vitamin 
in early life may be of great im-

mental efficiency. 

Pediatricians now are seeking 
to deter ine whether infants are 
benefited by a vitamin Bl supple- 
ment during the earliest months of 
life, when they are confined princi- 
i: to milk.
